Sought for more than 24 hours 
by police of New York, New' Jersey 
and federal agents, who feared he 
had committed suicide, the banker 
alighted from a taxicab in front of 
the home late yesterday His cloth­ 
ing W’as wet and he appeared con­ 
fused. 
Attaches of the institution, recog­ 
nizing him, hurried him inside and 
notified members of his family and 
Dr. A. A. Brill, alienist, who was at 
the home. 
U. S. Attorney George Medalie, 
heading the prosecution of Harri­ 
man, was also notified and hastened 
to the institution with federal oper­ 
atives.

VOTE FOR REPEAL 
OF PROHIBITION

day as the votes of Alabama and 
Arkansas rolled up a total of 18 
states ratifying the repeal amend­ 
ment to the constitution. 
The results in these tw'o southern 
states were a distinct victory for the 
administration, since P r es i d e n t 
Roosevelt made a personal appeal 
to the Democratic south to ratify 
the amendment. It marked the first 
time the solid south had broken 
away from the prohibition cause on 
a direct vote. 
The repeal leaders w’ere jubilant. 
They predicted a complete victory 
by Christmas, since the repealing 
amendment must be ratified by 18 
more states. Two more states vote 
this week, Tennessee on Thursday

vented his heavily-laden ship from 
taking the air. 
Long Stop Good For Him 
The long stop-over undoubtedly 
W’as good for Post as far as his phy­ 
sical w’ell-being was concerned, en­ 
abling him to get a much-needed 
rest. 
On his previous stops at^ Berlin, 
Koenigsberg, Germany, Moscow, and 
Novosibirsk the flyer had cut rest 
periods to a minimum and got very 
little actual sleep. 
All through 
Russia airport officials have mar­ 
velled at the way he kept up his 
fast pace without sleep 
Post's long stay here enabled him 
to store up energy for the difficult 
and hazardous hops 
immediately 
ahead of him. 
The dash to Khabarovsk, over 
Baikal Lake and the mountains sur­ 
rounding it, across the steppes north 
of Mongolia, and along the Amur 
river valley, will be every bit as 
dangerous as the Siberian stages the 
flyer covered in reaching here. On 
several occasions he was lost, and 
once nearly crashed into a moun­ 
tain which loomed suddenly out of 
the fog. 
Prom Khabarovsk to Fairbanks, 
Alaska, his next schedubd stop, is 
probably the most perilous hop of 
the entire flight, the 
route 
lies 
across Siberian wildernesses and the 
ice-filled North Pacific ocean and 
the Bering Sea. 
It was on this 
stage of a similar flight that Jimmy 
Mattern. American flyer, came to 
grief a little more than a month 
ago, crashing near Anadir, Siberia, 
after leaving Khabarovsk.

HEN the hibtory of The Great Depression comes to be writ­ 
ten, as it inevitably will be, a special chapter will have to 
be set aside to tell of the originality, the resourcefulness and the 
creative ability of those who have striven to obtain work for the 
jobless. 


An illustration of this comes from the Unemployment Re­ 
lief Committee in New York, which undertook to help thousands 
of men to “spruce up” in order to go and seek jobs. 
They did 
this on the theory that a man who looked prosperous was more 
likely to be successful than one wdio had the appearance of being 
down and out. 
The Red Cross came to the front and offered to 
pay for 16,000 brand new suits for that number of men hunt­ 
ing for work. 
The garment makers agreed to do their part for 
less than the regular scale of wages, and the clothing manufac­ 
turers permitted it to be done in their shops without cost 
Mem­ 
bers of the Relief Committee selected the men and distributed 
the suits. 


With this co-operation l5 o o garment workers were furn­ 
ished temporary employment and the jobless men given the new 
attire which had the psychological effect of raising their morale 
and stiffening their self-respect 
Even a shave and a shine have 
the effect of raising a man in his own estimation, and that in turn 
often helps him with others.

CHANGE IN TARIFF SENTIMENT 
One of the most surprising change in political and economic senti­ 
ment is that which has ccwne over the leaders of the dominant party in 
the matter of the tariff. 
In the Presidential campaign last year the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff law w'as denounced from one end of the land to the 
other by Democrats and anti-Hooverites. 
It was charged with having 
caused the depression, although it was not enacted until long after the 
depression was started; it was charged with stifling our foreign trade al­ 
though it is a fact that there has been no greater falling off in our imports 
of articles which pay a tariff than in those which come in duty here, and 
our decrease in foreign trade was no greater than that of other nations 
and less than most of them. 
We were led to believe that one of the 
first things which would be done by the new administration would be to 
revise the tariff downward. 
Yet a special session of Congress has come 
and gone and no new tariff legislation was passed, not even one giving 
the President greater power in changing the tariff in accordance with the 
proposed international agreements. 
We were led to believe that when the 
London economic conference got under way one of the first things to be 
done would be to lower all national tariffs. 
Secretary of State Hull de­ 
nounced the so-called tariff barriers and intimated that there would be 
some real changes in an intent to revive international trade. 
The international conference is now well under way, in fact about 
ready to adjourn, and the only tariff development so far has been the 
threat of France and some of tiie other members of the gold bloc to in­ 
crease their tariffs against the United States. 
Hut that it not all. 
Some of the outstanding leaders of the adminis­ 
tration have seen fit to take issue with Mr. Hull on the tariff question. 
Mr. Barney Baruch, referred to as the “unofficial President and Secre­ 
tary of State,” has repeatedly called attention to the fact that there is 
no use in trying to increase wages and prices at home under the national 
recovery plan, to shorten hours of labor and improve working conditions if 
we are, through low tariffs to give the poorly paid workers of Europe and 
Asia the chance to undersell American industry and farmers in the great 
American market. 
Mr. Moley, Assistant Secretary of State and a power 
behind the throne, has also intimated these views. 
Another prominent supporter of the administration Mr. Samuel Un- 
termeyer, in a statement in the New York Times issued just before he 
sailed for Europe recently, praised the President’s national recovery pro­ 
gram and at the same time issued a warning as to what would happen if 
there was “tariff tinkering.” 
He declared that the successful application 
of the national recovery act precludes tariff reduction and added that “if 
tariff readjustment, which, I take it, means tariff concessions or reduc­ 
tions by us, are, as I apprehended, the chief object of the nations other 
than our own at the World Economic Conference, it may as well fold its 
tents and sail away.” 
The case was well put almost the same day by Arthur A. Ballantine, 
former Undersecretary of the Treasury under President Hoover. 
In dis­ 
cussing the national recovery act he added “The immediate effect of in­ 
creasing wages and spreading employment as this act provides, is obvious­ 
ly to increase the burden on Industry. 
That means increased prices. 
And that in turn means that the government must help to make this act 
a success by using the tariff powers granted by Congress to protect In­ 
dustry against undue importations. 
This question must be resolutely 
faced by the government and a helping hand must be extended to indus­ 
try In that field. 
I for one believe there is a sincere determination on the 
part of the government to do just that. 
Here is testimony by well known national leaders in both parties as ro 
the vital necessity for tariff protection at this Ume. Nobody as yet knows 
Just what the economic conference will finally do if anything. 
But it is 
getting more apparent that there will be no tariff sacrifices on the part of 
the United States. 
To make them would be to destroy what chances we 
have, under the national recovery program for the restoration of pros­ 
perity. 


And still, after these many years, 
I can feel the pulse of that small 
fellow. I can feel the beat of him, 
the throbbing life of him. He was 
my first touch upon the fierce touch 
of life, my first knowledge of the 
pulse that beats through everything 
that lives on this earth. 
Often since then I have felt a 
pulse in life. I have seen it in the 
fields. I have watched it in the 
years. I have seen it fall and rise 
and fall and rise in human beings, 
in individuals, in nations. 
I have 
felt it in acquaintance, in friend­ 
ship, in love. I have known bore­ 
dom and encitement, dullness and 
delight, wisdom and folly, courage 
and cowardice. 
I have seen the 
pulse beating in the throat of life. 
I have heard its wild throb. 
I have learned that our days have 
their systole and diastole, as all 
things I.ave, and I have reminded 
myself many a tifne that tl ough 
strength fails me, strength will re­ 
turn; and that though I doubt, be­ 
lief will come back to me. I know 
there is a pulse that beats and no 
one can take THAT away from me.

Air Force Of United States 
Is Not Able Today To

WASHINGTON, July 19.—A vital 
lesson is presented to America in 
the triumphant flight of General 
Italo Balbo and his squadron of 24 
seaplanes from Italy to Chicago. 
TTiis was the vigorously expressed 
opinion of Brig. Gen. William E. 
“Billy” Mitchell, former command­ 
ant of the army air corps, comment­ 
ing on the flight Tuesday. 
Even more strikingly than pre­ 
vious aerial triumphs the crossing 
of the Atlantic by the Italin flier 
and his officers has revealed that 
this country is allowing foreign 
nations to outstrip her 
in 
air 
forces, Mitchell thinks. 
Would Expand Service. 
The former air corps chief plans 
to use the Balbo flight as an ex­ 
ample in urging President Roose­ 
velt to modernize and expand the 
American air force when he calls 
at the White House later this 
month. 
Both frwn a military and a com­ 
mercial standpoint, the Italian flight 
has demonstrated the feasibility of 
trans-oceanic air routes, Mitchell 
said. He was so imiwessed that he 
hazarded the guess Italy might be 
planning to revive the world-wide 
sway of old Rome. 
“It is not too impossible that the 
Italiaas, with their great strides in 
the air, will bring again to life the 
great Influence and power of old 
Rome," he said. “This flight shows 
that country not only knows well 


enough the'military value of a mod­ 
ern, powerful air force, but demon­ 
strates that Italy is awake to the 
commercial possibilities of trans­ 
oceanic air routes." 
Powerful Planes. 
Mitchell pctoted* out that the 
massed-flight trip across the ocean 
in all kinds of weather has proved 
beycmd doulH that powerful air­ 
planes can carry useful loads over 
long distances speedily. But he was 
more concerned with the fact that 
other nations are out-stripping this 
country in military aeronautical 
work. 
“Why this flight alone has shown 
that Italy can cover all of western 
Europe—that means France, Ger­ 
many, England, and Austria—in one 
flight and get her forces safely back 
into their hangars," he said. “She 
can send a party out that will cover 
all of the Mediterranean, or go from 
the Straits of Gibraltar to the Suez 
Canal in one expedition." 
Striking Lesson. 
All of this, Mitchell went on 
should prove a striking lesson to 
America. 
“The lesson we must leam," he 
said, “is that we have done- nothing 
to compare with the wcH-k of the 
Italians—or of the French or of any

of the forward looking nations which 
realize the importance of a single 
air force. 
“Our own organization is perfect­ 
ly useless as it is now formed. Until 
we get a better one, our air power 
is just nothing at all. Here we are 
fooling with seven and eight hun­ 
dred horsepower motors as our so- 
called high-power machines while 
the other countries are developing 
engines turning up between 2,000 
and 3,000 horsepower. 
4,000 Pounds Of Bombs. 
“Each one of those Italian planes 
brought over by Balbo can carry 
4,000 pounds of bombs. 
That is a 
valuable trade load. Also, it is an 
explosive load capable of devasta­ 
ting a city or sinking the largest 
ship afloat. 
“Suppose the Italians built under­ 
ground 
airdrcenes 
where 
bombs 
would not affect them. They would 
have air force that could reach out 
and spread destruction over Europe 
in a few hours. 
Then they could 
race back to their underground 
'dromes, and could not be touched. 
“There’s a great lesson in that 
Italian flight. 
We ought to take 
heed. If we don’t, some day we may 
be sorry.”

Had Fractured Skull 
The jury which heard the testi­ 
mony offered before Squire Green 
and Coroner Orville Potter, brought 
in a verdict th a t Tyler died as a re­ 
sult of injuries received when struck 
by an automobile bearing 
license 
Ho. 72G57. They further stated that 
l^ey believed the car to have been 
driven by Curtis Bell and recom­ 
mended th a t he be held to await 
the action of the grand jury. 
Dr. Samuel Perry was the 
first 
witness examined. He told of being 
called to treat Tyler at the 
New 
Castle hospital, Saturday evening, 
July 16, about 5:45. He was suffer­ 
ing from shock, he stated, and never 
rallied, dying early Sunday morning. 
An X -ray taken after his death, re­ 
vealed a fractured skull which ex­ 
tended from the frontal bone to the 
base of the skull, probably produc­ 
ing internal hemorrhages. There 
was a laceration over the left eye. 
and his face was badly bruised and 
swollen. He died around 5 o’clock on 
the morning of July 16, Dr. Perry 
stated. 
John Benson, of 211 Meyer avenue, 
was the next witness. Benson stated 
th a t he is engaged in the 
m anu­ 
facture and sale of pies and th a t on 
Saturday morning, he was enroute 
south on Moravia street, near the 
New Castle Feed 
Company. 
The 
street is rough and his pie cases had 
become disarranged from the bounc-

ing over the rough pavement. He 
slowed down to arrange his cases 
and when he looked up, saw Tyler 
spinning around in the roadway, 
near the west curb of the street and 
a car speeding away. 
Benson stated th a t he was of the 
opinion at first, th a t Tyler had been 
pushed or hurled from the car, as it 
had swerved sharply to the left, and 
Tyler was spinning around in the 
street. He eventually fell, then tried 
to get up and fell again, after which 
he lay still. Benson stated th a t he 
had glanced at the driver of the car 
from which Tyler sem ied to come 
as it passed him, and 
noticed 
a 
Negro who was wearing a cap, driv­ 
ing. 
Auto Did Not Stop 
After Tyler had been stnick, the 
machine continued south on Mor­ 
avia street, never 
stopping. 
The 
point where Tyler was hit was about 
c^posite the entrance to the tunnel 
leading to the New Castle Tin Mül. 
Benson said he stopped, immed­ 
iately, and within a few feet of the 
injured man, trying to get the license 
number of the car. He was able to 
recognize the numerals 72G and 5 
but was not sure whether th e other 
number in the series at the end was 
cme or seven. 
He realized th a t Tyler had been 
badly hurt, he said, and went to the 
New Castle Feed store to call 
an 
ambulance. Unable to get one at the 
moment, he called the police station, 
and then went back to the scene of 
the accident. 
Tyler was carried over to the east 
curb, awaiting the arrival of polica 
Benson said he later told the police 
of the numbers he had secured from 
the license plate and was informed 
they already had the number. 
The car was an old Buick, ap­ 
parently a sedan, or coach, and was 
a dark blue or some 
other 
dark 
color, the witness stated. 
Youth TestlBes 
Ralph Amodie, of East Reynolds 
street, a youth of about 14, told of 
seeing the car strike Tyler. Amodie 
said he was standing at the cw ner 
of Long avenue and Moravia street, 
near the drinking fountain there and 
happened to look up the street, just 
as Tyler was hit. He said th a t he 
seemed to be hit about the legs by 
the right side of the car. 
He watched the car come down 
Moravia street and noticed th a t it 
was driven by a Negro. There was 
another person 
in 
the 
car, 
he 
thought, but was not sure whether 
it was a Negro or white man. W hen 
the car had just gotten 
past, 
he 
looked a t the license number, which 
he noted to be 72G57. He did not 
go up to the place where Tyler had 
been struck at once, he said, but did 
a few moments later. He told a fire­ 
m an the number he had 
secured 
from the license plate. The driver of 
the car sped on toward the viaduct. 
The car and license 
plate 
was 
dusty, Amodio stated, but he could 
make out the numbers clear enough. 
Car Owner Testifies 
M. R. Homung, of Sheridan ave­ 
nue, stated th at he owned a 1928 
model Buick sedan, dark slate color, 
and th a t the license num ber of the 
car was 72G57. Hfe said on the m orn­ 
ing of July 15, he had called up the 
service station at the corner of At­ 
lantic avenue and West W ashington 
street and made arrangem ents to 
have his car washed. 
He drove over to the station and 
was m et by a colored man, who told 
him he would go along with him to 
his place of business and bring the 
m achine back, as it was customary 
for them to do that. He drove the 
m achine to the Shenango Pottery, 
himself, Hornung stated, and then 
turned the car over to the Negro, 
being assured th at it would be re­ 
turned to him a t 11 o’clock, the time 
he wanted it. 
When the car was not produced 
a t th at hour, he called up, and was 
informed th at the Negro who wash­ 
ed the car had been taken into cus­ 
tody by the police and th a t there 
would be a slight delay. 
When the car was returned 
to 
him, Hornung stated, he found a 
m ark on the right rear fender, and 
an indentation In .the right door, 
near the handle and a bulge in the 
body above the fwider. None of these 
had been there when he turned the 
car over to the car washer. 
CXficer Jdhn Young told, of being 
called to Moravia street by a report 
th at a m an had been struck by an 
automobüe. He told of finding Tyler 
at the left side of Moravia street, 
opposite the entrance to the 
'Tin 
MÜ1 tunnel. They took him to the 
hospital and investigated the occur­ 
rence. He was told by a firem an th at 
the car had bom the license 
No. 
72G57. He was also told by persons 
at the scene of the occurrence th a t 
Curtis Bell had been the driver of 
the car. 
He went to the Sutton-Tydol sta­ 
tion on МШ street and was 
told 
there th a t Bell worked at the sta­ 
tion on West W ashington street. In 
company with officer Flinner, he 
went to the gasoline station and 
found Bell engaged in washing the 
car. He was placed under 
arrest. 
Young ^ tated th a t Bell adm itted 
having orlven down Moravia street, 
but denied having struck anyone. 
He said th a t the machine was a 
Buick, dark slate color, and bore the 
license No. 72G57. 
Thé jury which heard the evidence 
was ccMTiposed of W. G. Marshall, 
William H. Reck, Fred J. 
Flynn.

The Governor 
Says 


What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why 


By GIFFORD PINCHOT 
Governor of Pennsylvania 


Pennsylvania is getting ready to 
celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of free public education 
within its borders. 
One hundred years ago next April 
1, Governor George Wolfe signed 
Act No. 102 which established Penn­ 
sylvania’s common 
school 
educa­ 
tional system. This Act set up the 
system of school district organiza­ 
tion which exists today w ith each 
municipality a separate district ex­ 
pected to conduct its own common 
schools. 
Antiquity makes some things more 
valuable each year, but this is not 
the case in an educational system. 
Forward strides in the field of pub­ 
lic instruction have been made in 
Pennsylvania, but these strides have 
been made In spite of, rather than 
because of, the basic organization of 
school districts. 
We have in Pennsylvania far too 
many school districts 
and 
huge 
am ounts in overhead could be saved 
for local taxpayers by consolidation 
of school districts. 
Under th a t old Act of 1834, ap­ 
propriations from the States were 
provided and each district was re­ 
quired to raise by taxes not less than 
double the am ount given it by the 
State. 
The Secretary of the 
Commcm- 
wcalth was the Superintendent of 
aU the public schools established by 
the Act. A total of $75.000 was pro­ 
vided for the year 1835 and a sim üar 
am ount each year untU the income 
from the $600,000 common school 
fund set up in 1831 yielded $100,000 
a year. 
This birth of public education in 
Pennsylvania is worthy of a real 
centennial celebration. Plans 
are 
now being worked out under which 
it is hoped every citizen of Pennsyl­ 
vania will b# impressed with the 
full significance of the State’s ac- 
com pli^m ents in the field of edu­ 
cation in the past century. 
But I do not wish to leave you 
under the impression th at Pennsyl­ 
vania had no schools before 1834. 
The first regular school was es­ 
tablished in 1683, just 250 years kgo 
next October. This school was set 
up largely through the efforts 
of 
WUliam Penn less than a year after 
he arrived on Pennsylvania soU. 
William Penn is the real founder 
of education for children in Penn- 


sylvania. His first charter in 1082 
provided th a t “The Governor and 
Provincial Ciouncil shall erect and 
establish aU public schools” and th a t 
the young should be “trained up in 
virtue and useful knowledge 
and 
arts.” 
The second provincial assembly, 
which m et in Philadelphia in 1683, 
provided “th a t aU persons in this 
province and territOTics thereof hav­ 
ing Children, and all guardians and 
trustees of orphans, shall cause such 
to be instructed in reading and w rit­ 
ing, so th a t they may be . able to 
read the Scriptures and write by the 
time they attain to twelve years of 
age, and th a t they be taught some 
useful trade or skill.” 
Pennsylvania’s first 
school 
was 
opened in a Philadelphia dwelling 
built of pine and cedar planks. H ie 
teacher was Enoch P lo ^ r, who is 
said to have come from W iltshire, 
Engldnd. 
W ithin a m onth of the opening of 
this school the council at a meeting 
attended by William Penn took first 
steps toward the establishm ent of a 
“Scho(d of Arts and Sciences,” which 
is said to have resulted in the es­ 
tablishm ent of the “Friends’ Public 
Schools,” now known by the nam e 
of 
the 
“William 
Penn 
C harter 
School” opened In 1680, 
formerly 
chartered in 1607, and continuously 
in operation down to the present 
time. This school ranks w ith 
the 
Parochial School 
of 
the 
Dutch 
Church in New York, and the Latin 
School in Boston, as one 
of 
the 
oldest schools in the country. 
The growth of free public educa­ 
tion in Pennsylvania has been phe­ 
nomenal. Enoch Flower’s tribe has 
Uicreased to more th an 63,000 teach­ 
ers in m<M*e than 12,000 school build­ 
ings throughout the Commonwealth. 
Pupils of the first school in an old 
PhUadelphial dwelling house have 
increased to more than two million 
and the total annual cost of public 
education in Pennsylvania is 
ap­ 
proximately $200,000.000. This army 
of children constitutes one-fifth of 
the entire population of the State. 
The preparation of the scholars 
now in our schools to become the 
worthy heirs of our generation can­ 
not be neglected if the future of our 
State and Nation is to be safe. These 
girls and boys are the fufure. There­ 
fore, they are the State’s most prec­ 
ious possession.

HARRISBURG, July 19—The old- 
time county institute 
week 
has 
passed out of the public school pic­ 
ture In Pennsylvania. 
When the 
1933 session of the Legislature pass­ 
ed and Governor Pinchot approved 
a bill finally doing away with an 
institution that dates back more 
than three-quarters of a century, 
provision was made for meetings if 
teachers as a substitute. Dr. James 
N. Rule, Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction, has undertaken the 
task of informing county and local 
district school officers on various 
provisions of the new plan. 
Under the heading ^'Suggestions 
for the 'Conduct of M eetir^ of 
Teachers,” the Department of Pub­ 
lic Instruction outlines the new law 
and offers suggestions for programs 
for one and two-day m eetii^ of 
teachers which may be county-wide 
in scope or for smaller divisions of 
the county, in accordance with the 
decision of the county superintend­ 
ent. The new plan applies only to 
school districts of the fourth Hmcf 
which come under the jurisdiction 
of the county superintendent. The 
new law makes no change in teach­ 
ers* meetings for districts of the 
first and second classes and in third 
class districts which employ 
a 
superintendent. 
In such districts 
the school board may provide ajiy 
form of teacher training or teacher 
improvement for its teachers which 
it may deem proper. 
County t e a c h e r institutes in 
Pennsylvania started 
before 
the 
establishment of normal schools and 
were intended to give teachers im­ 
portunity to study teaching meth­ 
ods and educational problems. The 
first known county institute was in 
Warren county in 1848 and con­ 
tinued for two weeks. County in­ 
stitutes became general through 
the 1850’s and were legalized by an 
act of the General Assembly in 1867. 
The Legislature of 1931 amended 
the 
School Code 
by 
permitting 
county 
superintendents 
to 
hold 
shortened substitute programs for 
institutes at their discretion. This 
plan was used in most counties last 
year with savings of more than 
1800,000 to school districts. 
Fewer 
than twenty counties ccmducted old- 
time county Institutes last year.
